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formerly officer in charge of the National Herbarium, Pretoria, and recognized 
authority on numerous plant groups, for example Encephalartos, Welwitschia, 
Aloe, Crinum, Hermannia, Oleaceae, Salvadoraceae, Loganiaceae and Gentian- 
aceae, one of the instigators of the Flora of Southern Africa and kindly mentor 
to a long line of taxonomists in the National Herbarium, past president of the 
South African Biological Society and recipient of the Senior Captain Scott 
Memorial Medal of that Society, active supporter and past sectional president of 
the South African Society for the Advancement of Science, honorary Doctor of 
Philosophy of the University of Natal, whose contributions have added im- 
mensely to the prestige of South African botany.
